RAILWAYS FOR TONQUIN. 


: =e 

The Journal Oftcis] publishes tho report which 
tho Tochnical Commission on the Tonquin Rail- 
ways appointed on the 18th of March. Ingt, haa 
tranemitted to the Minister for Foreign Affairs. 
The Commission has ascertained that the ports 
giviug access to Tonquin nearest the Delta, and 
sheltered’ from the mud deposits of tho rivers, lie 
in the maritime tract between the Island of Do- 
gon and the Bay of Along. It is of opinion that 
the deep-water harbour which ought to become 
the starting point of the Tonquinrailwaysis Port 
Courbet. "This point, situated in the Bay of 
Tonegay has.as its outer roadatho Bay of Along. 
Itis connected with thoAavial network of streame, 
and ig-bosides in the centre of an important toal 
paain. The railway which ia to. connect Hanoi 
with the sca will terminate at Port Courbet, 
passing through Baoninh, the Seven. Pagodas, 
Dougaien, and Quangyon, This line avoids the 
loogo muda of the Delta, and two-thirds of ita 
course arg in a fortile and populons country. | 

“This line,” the report remarks, “bag imme- 
diate importance from the: political, administra- 
tive, and wilitary. points of view. As regards its 
economioal importanca, although considerable 
from tho’ beginning, it willinot take its full 
dovelopment until-the railway network has been 
extended towards the centres of production and 
consumption in the interior of the continent.” 

Tho Commission has examined the course to 
be taken by four secondary linos which would 
bring Hanoi and the teank line jast referred to 
‘into communication with the distriots rich in 
mineral and agricultural wealth, pr with centres 
which might become the entrepits of trade be- 
tween Tonquin and the neighbouring countries. 
Tho first of these lines, tho Kwangsi, would tart 
from tho trauk line at Baoninh, and would pro- 
oved to Langson by tho traditional and historical 
route between Annam and China. It is the line 
+1 of the carriage road which the French enginoers 
have just oponed between Bacninh aud Langson. 
This railvoy, it is remarked, might bo oontinasd 
towarda the Chinese town of Lien-Chow. ‘Tha 


Tish warohouse. The Chinese authoritier 
protasted, and asked for tho disestablishment of 
the warehonse, Curious to.say, Hor Majasty’s 
Minister at Poking,on the queation being brought 
bofore him, deoided that (1)the levy of likin (fro: 
the oustomer) was justifiable, insamuch as it rH, 
requirad fram Chinogo and not from the for- , 
oigiie#, and wan sanctioned by a decieion of the 
Board of Trade in 1869; (2) the 12th’ articla of 
the treaty wes not to be held as entitling British 
merchanta to hire warehouses in tho Interior. 
Under thesp circnmatances it was not unustaral 
that the firm in question came to the conolysion 
that it was not possible to develop the trade of 
Kwanggi, or even to carry on what slroady oxinted, 


‘It saoms the shalloweat sophiatry to contend, an‘ 


tha Chinese do, that the tax is incident on the 
native and not on tho foreigner. Itis solf ovit. * 
ont that the merchant has to see that the oost of 
his merchandise, plus. tho unknown quoutity of 
likin, plus s necessary margin of profit, shall not 
axoeed the sum which the oustomer ean afford to 
pay. The key to tho situation is this aa regards 
likin ;~'Tho transit~pass tax, which ‘covers lifin 
and barrier dues betwoen port and dostina- 
tion, goes into the chest of the Imperial autho- 
ritiee and thua reduces that of the likin, which 
formerly went into tha _ provincial ‘treasory. 
Prevented, therefore, by treaty from charging 
likin taxes enroute on goods covered by transit- 
pass, the likin offeials colloct.tha amount after 
the goods havo reached thoir destination. Not. 
only is thia dono, but goods taken into the in- 
terior without transit immunitias pay the likin 
nnd varrise dues on tho way, bat are not taxed 
on or after arcival at their destination. . 

With Franco already possessing one third of 
Indo-China and eagerly seoking to onat onr 
trade from the south of China; with Russia ra- 
pidly pushing forward ber railways across the 
Siberian. wastes in’ the north, intending by: 
branoh lines to attract the trade of the northern 
provinoes; with Germany, France, and Amerion 
atriving their utmoat to anticipate us in the in- 
troduction of railways and other indnstrial on- 
torprises into China, containing half the popula- 
tion of the world, it is surely timo. for ua to bo- 
atir ourselves and use the vantage ground we 
possess in Burmah and its Shan States, 

The execution of.n railway to San-mao would 
not only enabla na to compote with Fratice io 
Yunnan snd Seu-chuan, but would insure. the 
commencement of s Chinose.syatem of railwaya 
| from Ssu-mno, which would eventually permeate 
the wostern holf of China and tend enormonsl: 
to the expansion of British commarce. Suc! 
railways, having their origin at Ssa-mao, vould 
naturally draw tho materiale for construction 
from British markets through our port of Moul- 
ne and thus groatly bonofit oar home indua- 

ries. 

Unlors British onergy is dead, weahall pash on, 
our connorion with China, Otherwige we must ' 
make up our minds te sev the trade of Southern 
China drawa to French ports, where prohibitive 
protective tariffs are onforced with the avowed 
object of oxdlading our trade. :

BRITISH INTERESTS IN CHINA,

Mr. Colquhoun writes to the Times :—With 
reference to the new commercial treaty between 
Frauce and Chins, described in your issue ‘of 
the 23rd inst, by which it appears that.China is 
to opon to Franco fon inland trading stations 
or posta on the frontior of Tonquin and that 
“considerablo” reductions in the tariff have 
been obtained, I would pointout that the advant- 
agos-gained ure by no means to be despisbd, as 
it-gives the Frouch advanced posta immediately 
neighbouring south-east Yunnan, soath-west 
Kiwangai, and situate within 150 miles of Kwoi- 
chan, which with railway communication laid 
down will place thom ina position of great ad- 
vantage as regards these markets. Langson, one 
of the four inland posts to be thus opened, is 
nearly as favourably. situated as rogards the 
trado above mentioned as Pé-sé, tha navigation 
limit,for boats on the Canton river, and for the 
trade of Yunnan more favourably placed than 
Nan-ning, a town of some importance about 450 
wiles up stream from Canton and 200 miles bo- 
low Pé-sé _Pé-st boing abont 40 days’ and Nan- 
ning about 25 days’ journoy by boat from Can- 
ton, it will readily be seen what a great saving 
in time and oost of transit will be effeoted by a 
rail te Langson, while the heavy likin duties 
and barrier dues along the Canton..river would 
be avoided, : 

If Pakhoi were connected with Nan-ning by 
railway,, that placo would be more favonrably 
sitnated-for tho trade of Central Kwangai and 
South Kwei-chau than Dangson. Sach a rail- 
way would be necessary -to render tho Pakhoi- 
Nan-ning route offrotive. - Steam navigation on 
the Canton river is-impractioable beyond a point 
about 200. miles below and 50 miles above Wu- 
chau, on sccount of the numerous rapids oncoun- 
tored in that part of the river. To enable us to 
compote with the French, we must have Wu- 
chau, a city of 20,000 inhabitants and an im- 
portant trada centre at the jnaction of the Fa 
and ‘ anton rivera, opened as a treaty port and 
Wan-ning joinad by rail to Palchoi. If this be 
done we need mot fear the trade rivalry of the 
French in either Kwangsi or Kwei-chan, 

As rogards Yunnan and'Ssu-chuen, wo hold in 
Burmoh.tho key to the position, for the only 
practicable ‘railway approach to th t region lies 
through the Siamese and tht Shan States— 


the latter now British torri| from Moulmein 

to Ssu-mao.

Nort, as to our foreign stations. They con:

iotoria, where Eugland in all the fulnesa of 
her race and langnage and institutions has been 
transplanted across the seas. Let mo say afew . 
words on each of these. 

First, the Imporial costing stations. In many 
of theso. snoh as Hongkong, Singupore, Manri- 
ting, division of expense as regarda the de- 
fonces has bean agreed to. The local oomma-: 
nity undertook to erect the works or to provide 
the money for thom, while the Imperial Govorn- 
mont eng :gzd to supply the armoicents. These 
communities have as a rule performed their part 
of the contract ;.we have in wort casa left, our 
share unporformed, either wholly or in part. 
Eaoh of the three important stations which TI 
hove mentioned—each essential to tho proteo- 
tion of our vast commerce and to the seourity of 
our floota—oacb in their differerit degracs sssen- 
tial +o our supromsoy in the eastern seas, ramains 
unfortified, bocause Wa have not yet sent out the 
armament which we eagaged to provide. 

For this discreditable and dangerous condition 
Ihave sometimes heard the oxouse set up that 
the. mannfaotare of modern armaments is 80 slow 
that two years aro needed for the construction of 
a gun withitspropar mountings, A melancholy 
apology! If the manufacture is so slow, the 
gine should have been ordered as soon aa it was 
known that Singapore or Hongkong or Manri- 
tius was prepared to do the works or give tha , 
money; instead of which, in order to save fin- 
ancial appearances, and to gain a false oredit for 
economy on.the Estimates, we bare made or al- 
lowed delays in giving the necessary orders to 
the manufacturers. More than this—oven the 
‘auxiliary armaments, those machine and qnick- 
firing guns which are absolotaly nocossary in 
modern war, which even without tho heavier
